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Elba City Council amends operating budget

The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to amend the 1996-97 
operating budget upwards by a total 
of $175,150. The largest increases 
are in the police department and the 
recreation department. There were 
also adjustments made in the pro- 
posed Capital Improvements Fund 

-——-(vehicles, buildings, 

Mayor James Grimes explained 
to council members that he and the 
bookkeeper had spent several days 
reviewing the finances and felt this 
was for the good of the city and the 
community. 

The mayor noted there was no 
money, even in this amended bud- 
get, allocated to putting a new roof 
on the police station. He reported ef- 
forts have twice been made to stop a 
leak, and if it continues to leak, only 
a new roof will solve the problem. 

The council was unanimous in ap- 
proving the changes. 

Grimes also reviewed the annual 
audit for the past year. He noted the 
numbers indicate the city is in a 
good financial posture, but that 
doesn't mean there is a lot of money. 
He continued by explaining there is 
enough money to run the goverm- 
ment and replace some worm out 
equipment but he doesn’t see enough 
money for a major street resurfacing 
project this year. 

The mayor noted that the ending 
balance in the general fund was up 
by $246,248 from the previous 
year’s ending balance and the Water 
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islators since receiving a letter on the 
subject from Alabama Education As- 
sociation head Paul Hubbert. He 
wrote, “Many local boards are pay- 
ing individual teachers less than the 
state sends them for each teacher.” 
He asked that AEA members call or 
write their legislators within 24 
hours after receiving his letter. 

A group of Elba teachers were 
present at the board meeting for the 
expressed purpose of discussing the 
matter with board members. 

Salary matrix is an accepted slid- 

! ing scale of teacher salaries. Confu- 
sion arises when someone attempts 
to explain how it was derived. Sever- 
al years ago the salaries paid by all 
school systems in the state, by train- 
ing and years of teaching experience, 
were collected in cooperation with 
ABA, the state board of education, 
legieianire, etc. Using some formula 
of highest and lowest salaries for 
each platform, or cell, of education 
and experience and plugging in “oth- 
er factors” a statewide “Salary Ma- 
trix” became part of the state man- 
dated pay for teachers, The 
legislature required school boards 
pay all teachers at least 95% of this 
magic figure. It rises with each leg- 
islative teacher pay raise. There is no 
oe limit on how high teacher sal- 

ies may be set by the local boards. 

The law or “Foundation Pro- 
gram” requires “Teacher salaries 
must be based on a salary schedule 
adopted by the local board, but the 
salary schedule must be at least 95% 
of the salary amounts found in the 
state salary matrix by cell.” 

A memorandum from the State 
Superintendent of Education office, 
dated October 11, 1996, reads: “The 
Legislature never intended to es- 
tablish amounts for individual 
teachers with this matrix, This posi- 
tion was fully understood and sup- 
ported by all parties involved during 
oe development of the Foundation 


. Verbally, people close to the Leg- 
islative process at thai time say this

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
told council members that Elba po- 
lice-cars— 
miles during the month of January. 
During this time period officers 
spent 11,028 hours on routine patrol 
and 244 hours checking doors, doing’ 
security checks, etc. 

The department made 57 hazard 
arrests, 13 non-hazard arrests, issued 
87 warning tickets and filed 57 of- 
fense reports. They also investigated 
20 automobile accidents during this 
time period. 

Monthly bills totaling $16,375.19 
were approved for payment. Prior to 
approving the bills, Council member 
Ben Carpenter questioned the paying 
for vehicle repair when the city had 
it’s own repair shop. The two bills 
he questioned were explained by the 
city clerk and city mechanic. One 
was for the part only, which was 
then installed by city crews. The oth- 


er was a drug task force vehicle and 
the expense was only being funneled 
through the city and was done like 
the task force required. 


Council members were presented 
“a written status report, by City Clerk 


Donnie Morrow, on the leases on the 
remaining old school property.

islature. 

At that time Elba was paying 
100%, or over, for the first years of 
employment. However, adjustments 
had to be made to bring the most ex- 
perienced teachers, who were mak- 
ing more, but not equal to the “ma- 
trix” up to that 95% figure. This has 
kept pace as the matrix rose through 
several pay raises statewide. 

Pearce told board members it 
would cost the local school system 
$114,900 a year to bring all 79 
teachers up to 100% of this matrix. 
He said the board doesn’t have the 
money and the only way to respond 
if the legislature suddenly required it 
without additional funding would be 
additional taxes or terminating sever- 
al locally funded teacher units. 

Responding to teachers questions 
in an informal discussion following 
the board meeting, Pearce named 
several of the teachers who are local- 
ly funded and would be slated for 
termination if that became the only 
option. One named was among those 
attending and asking for the 100% 
funding of the matrix. Her field of 
expertise is considered important to 
the student's overall education, but 
the attendance numbers don’t qualify 
Elba for the additional state funded 
unit. 

State law requires the school sys- 
tem pay these locally funded units 
the same base pay as the state fund- 
ed units, Presently, the Elba school 
system is funding 11.7 classroom 
teachers without any state help. 

Statewide, early estimates are that 
it would cost in excess of $80 mil- 
lion dollars annually to raise all 
teachers to 100% of the matrix fig- 
ure 


Presently there are 11 school sys- 
tems statewide (out of 127 total) 
which pay at 100% or more of the 
salary matrix at all levels of educa- 
tion and experience, These include 


Enterprise City and Dale County in 
the wogrets area, 
The Elba school system has 35 of 


the most senior teachers (15 years 
teaching experience or more) at 95% 
of the salary matrix, Others of the 79 
total teachers range from 96% up to 
the 100% gue for some newer 
teachers, As these teachers gain ex- 
perience and the related pay raises, 
they will also drop down in per- 
centages of the matix if no adjust- 
ments are made in the system, 
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Also given to the council was a 
status report on various city projects. 
Of the eight ongoing projects in the 
report, three are bid openings sched- 
uled later this month; engineering is 
progressing on the paving of the new 
access street at the schools; highway 
work is underway for the Dorsey

Commission reviewing budget adjustment request

Monday’s_ regular bi-monthly 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission lasted forty-five minutes; 
however a work session was planned 
for the afternoon. 

Commission Chairman Tom 
Grimsley opened the business ses- 
sion by commenting that the new 
carpet had been installed in the Elba 
Courthouse. 

“The contractor did a good job 
and its looks real nice and should 
last a long time,” said Grimsley. 

Coffee County Emergency Man- 
agement Agency Director Charlie 
Webb appeared before the commis- 
sion requesting a budget increase. 
He asked that his department’s bud- 
get be increased by $13,590.00. 

Webb explained that the increase 
involved no new monies but simply 
was allowing for monies received 
since the first of the year, by the 
county via of grants and cost shares, 
to be placed in his department’s bud- 
get. 

“These funds will be used to cov- 
er the costs of the communications 
equipment that has been purchased,” 
Webb stated. 

There seemed to be some ques- 
tion as to why some of the monies 
received ($1,157.00) were placed in 
the gasoline fund in lieu of being 
placed in the EMA’s budget. 

After some discussion, Commis- 
sion Chairman Grimsley suggested 
that the matter be studied and that an 
adjustment will be made after re- 
viewing the findings. He made it in 
the form of a motion which was 
passed by a unanimous vote of the 
commission, 

Moving on to other business, 
Grimsley made a motion that Pro- 
bate Judge William Gammill’s re- 


quest for additional help (one per- 
son) be approved. 

In the last meeting of the commis- 
sion, Judge Gammill had asked for 
an additional clerk in the Enterprise 
office. He had noted that in recent 
years, the workload in that office 
had increased greatly. 

The commissioners 
Gammill’s request for help. 

The potential establishment of a 
Family Services Center for the 
county received a boost during Mon- 
day’s meeting. 

Barbara Everett, wife of Con- 
gressman Terry Everett, was on hand

to receive a $1,000.00 donation from 
Alabama Power Company represen- 
tative John McLean, Mrs. Everett in 
turn presented the check to the Cof- 
fee County Commission. 

The money, plus other funds re- 
ceived, will be used in exploring the 
possibility of establishing a Family 
Services Center in Coffee County. 

Mrs. Everett explained, ‘The pur- 
pose of the center will be to coordi- 
nate existing services in the county 
in reaching out to every family in 
need in the county. The goal will be 
to help them become self-sufficient 
and independent.” 


Mrs. Everett is currently serving 
as chairperson of the committee de- 
veloping plans for the center. 

She stressed the fact that this is 
not a new program; however, it is a 
new concept. 

The purpose of the center will be 
to complement the already existing 
agencies which provide assistance to 
needy families and to provide a net- 
work of these services. The center 
will help reduce or eliminate the du- 
plication of services being provided.

In 1995 the Alabama legislature 
passed the Foundation Plan. I believe 
history will judge this package of leg- 
islation as crucial to the turnaround 
of our public schools. The Founda- 
tion Plan changed for the first time in 
sixty years the way we fund public 
education in this state. We required 
every school district to send to Mont- 
gomery an amount equivalent to ten 
mils property tax. Keep in mind that 
a mil in Birmingham or Huntsville 
generates more than a mil in Coffee 
County. This was done to address the 
infamous equity funding issue. 


When the Plan was being de- 
veloped, a system had to be devised 
to distribute this money down to the 
local level. A teacher unit per pupil 
ration was agreed upon by the AEA, 
the James administration, and the leg- 
islature. A salary matrix was also de- 
vised based on an average of teachers 
pay across the state. This matrix is 
the center of controversy this year be- 
tween the AEA and school ad- 
ministrators. 


The salary matrix takes into ac- 
count the experience level and the 
type of degree held by a teacher to 
determine the amount of average pay

Salary matrix center of controversy 
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eight teachers in the school systems 
in Coffee County. Teachers that were 
previously funded through local rev- 
enue that is now mandated to be sent 
to Montgomery for distribution. As I 
said before, the matrix was originally 
designed as a mechanism to achieve 
equitable funding statewide, not as an 
ideal for any system. There are many 
systems that can afford to pay their 
teachers well above the 100% matrix 
level due to local revenues. 


The ABA position that teachers 
are being ripped off by their local 
boards because funding comes from 
Montgomery at 100% of the matrix 
per teacher unit is a flawed argument. 
The reason for setting the level at 
95% was to give some control to the 
people closest to the education prob- 
lems in this state-local boards of ed- 
ucation. The law states that this fund- 
ing has to be spent on instructional 
salaries. If our local board determines 
that we need a librarian or special ed- 
ucation instructor in lieu of paying 
100% of the matrix for all teachers, 
who am I to contradict that? Local 
control is what it is all about. When 
the general public gains the con- 
fidence in our education system to 
support it with more local revenues, 
these issues will be more easily 
solved. 


across the state. The legislature also 
had to establish a minimum that local 
boards could pay based on this new 
matrix. Keep in mind that the matrix 
was devised only to set a berich mark 
for figuring funding from Montgom- 
ery. We were now required more !o- 
cal support sent to Montgomery that 
had been previously used to fund lo- 
cal teacher units. 


The minimum pay required by the 
legislature in 1995 was an issue of 
hot debate, School administrators and 
many in the legislature thought that 
90% of the matrix was a fair figure. 
The ABA fought for and prevailed in 
having the baseline set at 95%. Our 
local systems were faced with the job 
of integrating their old pay scales 
with the new system. Teachers with 
about sixteen or fewer years ex- 
perience were already at the required 
95% minimum, In fact, most were at 
and remain in the 98%-100% range. 
Teachers with roughly seventeen 
years of experience and above were 
given raises in 1995 to meet the state 
mandated 95% minimum _ re- 
quirement. All teachers received a 
4% pay raise last year. 


Now the problem, The AEA is 
pushing for the legislature to raise the 
required minimum from 95% to 
100% of the salary matrix. This will 
force the layoff of about seven or

Mr. Hooper 
told the students about the people of 
Honduras and how they live. He also 
showed the students slides and hand- 
made artifacts from Honduras. 

Honduras is the second poorest coun- 
try in the Western Hemisphere. Their 
number one crop is bananas, which is all 
exported to the Dinited States. The num- 
ber one money producing crop in Hon- 
duras is coffee beans 

The people of Honduras use horses 
and donkeys as transportation. They buy 
old school buses from the United States 
and use them as public buses. Volks- 
wagon beetles are used as police cars. 
As a result of the smal! number of police 
cars, the policemen must chase the crim- 
inals on foot. After apprehending a 
criminal, a policeman flags down a pass- 
ing vehicle to transport the criminal to 
the police station. 

Fhe main food of the Hondurian peo- 

le is rice and beans served with tortillas. 
Phere are no grocery stores; residents 
must purchase vegetables. at markets, 
The water in Honduras is not drinkable, 
therefore, the residents must purchase 
bouled water. 

Guards armed with machine guns are 
stationed outside a local Burger King. 
People pay guards armed with machetes 
to protect their homes. Foreign visitors 
are not allowed to bring weapons into 
the country. 

The average salary in Honduras is 
$40 per month. A person culling grass

Forestry Study

Mr. John McCrory's fourth period 
Agri-business class has been studying fo- 
a a the beginning of the year. 

é course began with a lesson on 
the prevention and control of forest fires. 
There are several reasons for preventing 
forest fires. Forest fires destroy young 
seedlings, cause soil erosion, and reduce 
the growth rate of the forest stand. In 
1985 there was a total of 8,449 forest 
fires which burned 163,166 acres in Al- 
abama alone. 

The next lesson consisted of ways of 
preventing forest fires. Clearing all fuel 
away from camp sites, never leaving 
fires unattended, and never burning dur- 
ing dry spells are several ways to prevent 
forest fires. 

The next lesson was on the types of 
cutting systems used in harvesting tim- 
ber, There are three basic types of har- 
vesting methods, The Ursrmadiats 
cutting method improves the quality of 
the stand as well as giving an economic 
retum. The Reproductive cutting system 
is aimed at harvesting mature trees and 
replacing them with new trees. The 
Clear cutting method is the most com 
mon. This method provides the highest 
economic return, but the land owner 
must artificially plant after the timber is 
cut, 

The class is now studying how to 
judge, grade, and measure forest prod 
ucts, 
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Students Prep For Writing Assessment 


Students enrolled in the seventh 
grade must pass a Writing Assessment 
Exam before the end of the current 

hool year. In preparation for this exam 
ihe seventh graders, under the super 
vision of Mrs, Dedra Henson, have been 
studying writing skills.

Make sure children’s 
toys are safe

Toys are cornmon gifts for chil- 
dren at any time of year. Parents 
should use care when buying toys 
and to examine any toys their chil- 
dren receive as gifts. 

Toys are the cause of more than 
150, injuries each year. People 
should not assume a toy is safe 
cause it is sold in a reputable toy 
store. 

Many people believe the govern- 
ment i ts all toys. The Consu- 
mer Product Safety Commission in- 

cis only about 1% of ail toys on 


market, 
First, read the age Isabel on the 
toy. An age label indicates the toy is 


unsuitable for children younger than 


the stated age. Often, it means the op, 


toy may a threat to a younger 
child such as choking, stabbing, or 
some other hazard. 

When selected toys, take an ernp- 
ty toilet tissue roll with you. If a toy 
or any piece of the toy will fall free- 
ly through the cardboard roll, the toy 
is a choking hazard and is unsafe for 
children under 3, 

Marbies, balloons, srnall figures, 
and blocks present a choking hazard 
as well. Look for small parts a child 
may be able to break off a larger toy, 
such as toy truck tires, Be careful 
when selected toys which have rope, 
string, elastic bands or other parts 
that could tangle around a child’s 
throat, Children could be strangled 
by these parts if they become 
wrapped around their throats. 

Remember toys iate for 
older children can be a dd to ba- 
bies, toddlers, and small children. 
Monitor carefully young children’s 
access to toys i te for their 
age.

The utility was still in the en- 
gineering stage of the proposed ex- 
tension,

City projects nearing completion 
other are getting underway

The City of Elba has several pro- 
jects nearing completion and others 
which will soon be getting under- 
way. 

Donnie Morrow, Elba’s city 
clerk, pave council members an up- 
date of the status of the projects dur- 
ing the last council meeting. 

He advised the council that the 
necessary documents for the adver- 
tising of the bids for the connector 
road at the Elba City School Com- 
plex should be ready by this week 
(Feb. 17-21), 

The bridge over Beaver Dam 
Creek has been completed and the 
road is now ready to be prepared for 
paving. When completed, the road 


will provide another outlet from the 
school complex onto Taylor Mill 
Road. 

The completion of this project 
should greatly aid in the flow of 
school traffic and during other activ- 
ities at the school, such as sporting 
events. 

Improvements to the city’s sewer 
system are nearing completion, The 
installation of sewer taps on Teresa 
Street are 100 percent complete, 
Gibson Street 99 percent complete, 
Cedar Lane Drive 40 percent com- 
plete, and on Reese Avenue 20 per- 
cent complete. 

Sponsors of the sewer grant have 
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line. Low water pressure is re- 
nortedly common on that small line, 

The Superintendent asked for and 
received approval for the utility to 
replace the lights at Legion Field on 
the Rabe Ruth ball field. The cost of 
purchasing the lights is $12,500. 
They will be installed on existing 
poles. 

A request tat the utility purchase 
a used three axle trailer, at a cost of 
$2500, to haul the backhoe passed 
but was opposed by Carpenter. He 
questioned aloud why a similar trail- 
er owned by the City couldn’t be 
used for this purpose. 

Board members were told that a 
mower purchased last year to clear 
right-of-ways was too large for the 
tractor that was supposed to pull it. 
They were told that the specifica- 
tions on the mower read that at least 
a 60 HP tractor was needed. The 
board approved looking for a 70 HP 
used tractor at the state surplus yard 
to operate this unit. 

Meanwhile Chairman Tim John- 
son said they would be looking at al- 
ternate options, such as contracting 
out theright-of-way clearing. 

Electric Supervisor Larry Eddings 
reported the department completed 
§7 work orders during the past 
morith. 

Water Supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man reported the water department 
repaired 19 water leaks and installed 
3 new taps. 

Monthly bills totaling $25,373.22 
were approved for payment.

Scott was one of three inmates 
who “enjoyed freedorn” for a short 
time after overpowering a Coffee 
County Corrections Officer on No- 
vember 27, 1996. 

He has remained in the Coffee 
County Jail since his arrest on Fri- 
day, May 3, 1996, His bail had been 
set at a total of $300,000.00 

Scott's arrest followed an investi- 

ion by the Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Department of an early morn 
ing gunpoint abduction and 
atternpted sexual assault of an Elba 
woran on May 3. 


At 2:35 a.m., Friday morning, 
May 3, New Brockton police found 
ari abandoned pick-up truck with the 
driver's side window broken out. 
The vehicle was found in the ditch 
on U.S. Hwy. 84 between Enterprise 
and New Brockton. 

Police officers found the vehicle 
with the engine running. Also, offi- 
cers discovered « lady's purse and 
shoes in the truck. 

Because of the suspicious nature 
of the incident, a deputy sheriff was 
requested to assist the New Brockton 
police officer. 

At 2:59 a.m., the Coffee County 
Jail received a call from a resident 
on Co. Rd. 531 in the Bethany Com- 
munity located just south of New 
Brockton.

*Lightning strikes caused one 
death and four injuries in 1996. 
Since 1990, lightning has killed ten 
people and injured 158 across the 
State.

*There was one flash flood relat- 
ed death in 1996, although there 
were 34 flash flood events and one 
major flash flood event. However, 
during the past eight years, 25 peo- 
ple have lost their lives because of 
flooding in Alabama. Many flood re- 
lated deaths are due to people driv- 
ing around barricades and into mov- 
ing water over roadways. 

*Severe thunderstorm winds 
reached damaging force at least 279 
times in 1996 and caused millions of 
dollars in damage. There were no 
deaths recorded in 1996, but five 
people were injured by thunderstorm 
wind. 

During Severe Weather Prepared- 
ness Week, a different natural hazard 
will be focussed on each day. Mon- 
day is the day to look at tornadoes 
and their history in Alabama. Tues- 
day will be used to address thunder- 
storms and lightning. 

A statewide tornado drill is sched- 
uled for Wednesday, in addition to 
focusing on getting weather informa- 


tion. Flooding and flash flooding 
will be the focus for Thursday, and 
on Friday, attention will be given to 
the overall warning system. Also, 
Friday is the alternate day for the 
tornado drill in case of bad weather 
on Wednesday. 

The goal of having Alabama Se- 
vere Weather Preparedness Week is 
to help people learn how to prevent 
injuries and deaths from tornadoes, 
damaging wind, flash flooding, light- 
ning, and hail. 

Over and over, after every disas- 
ter, people survive severe weather 
because they know what to do. 

Emergency preparedness should 
come before an emergency, not dur- 
ing one. By taking a few minutes to 
learn or review safety precautions, 
one can save one’s own life or the 
life of a friend or family member.
